inva de the body tissues. Under the 
la tter circumsta nce, the condition 
is a n infection, compa ra ble to wha t 
ha ppens when a micro-orga nism 
inva des the tissues a nd orga ns of 
its chosen host. 
The prima ry importa nce of dif­ 
ferentia ting infesta tions from in­ 
fections ha s to do with the method 
of trea tment a nd the prospects for 
cure. In the ca se of the infesta ­ 
tions it is not necessa ry to do 
more tha n dislodge the w’orm, In 
a n Infection, a n effort must be 
ma de to kill the w’orm without 
inflicting too grea t da ma ge on the 
host. 
Now the worms with which we 
ha ve to dea l, for the most pa rt, 
a re pinworms, round worms, hook­ 
worms 8nd ta peworms. Pinworms 
a re usua lly tra nsmitted by school 
children a nd household pets, round 
worms a nd hookworms through soil 
conta mina ted by huma n ex cretia 
a nd ta peworms through the inges­ 
tion of ra w beef (stea k ta rta re) 
or ra w or ra re pork. 
None of these infesta tions ha s 
a ny thing to do with ra ndy or 
ha d mea t. Any one could infest 
the clea nest of us, 
especia lly 
lf we lived on a fa rm, ga rdened

freshpicked

ta bles in their ra w sta te, most 
pa rticula rly in sa la ds a nd the 
like.
